Anent the Militia, 


RR FAILLIAM and M ART by the Grace of GOD, 
///3/4, King and Queen of Great-Britain , France and Ireland, 
Detenders ot the Faith, To Our Lyon King at Arms, 
and his Brethren Heraulds, Purſeyants, Macers of Our 
_ Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in thar 
part, conjunQly nd ſeverally, ſpecially conſtitute Greeting : Fcraſmuch 
as by the thirty ſecond AF, Parliament One thouſand fix hundred 
and eighty five, The ordinary Rendezyouze of Our Eſtabliſhed Militia, 
was Diſcharged for the Eaſe of Our People, during Our Pleaſurez And 
now We having thought fir, for the good of Our Service, and for the 
better preſerving the Pezce and Security of this Our Antient Kingdom, and 
preventing the turther progreſs of the Unnatural Rebellion, which has of 
late been maintained within the ſame, and Detending Our good Subjects 
and Government, from all unjuſt Attempts that may be made thereon by 
the Barbarous-1r;/b*Papiſts, or any other Our Enemies, T hat three parts of 
four of the Eſtabliſhed Militia reſpeRive aiter-mentioned , ſhould be in 
readineſs for Our Service, contorm to the Laws made thereanent, And for 
the better Ordering, and more timely ſending out, and furniſhing the ſaid 
Militia, We, with Advice of Gur Privy Council, Do hereby Nominat, and 
Appoint ſuch Commiſſioners of theAfleſſment, 'mpoſed by OurAR of Par- 
liament of the Date the ſeventh day of Fane laſt by-paſt, who have,or ſhall 
qualifie themſelves for, and accept of the ſaid Truſt, by taking the Oath of 
Allegiance and A furance, conform tothe Adts of Parliament made there- 
anenc, betwixt and the reſpe&ive Dayes heieby appointed for their Meete 
in%+ixclaſiv?, with the Collonels , Lieutenant-Collonels, Majors, Cap- 
eains, and Lieutenants of the ſaid Militia, ro be Commiſſioners of Our 
ſaid Militiaz And hereby require and Command them to meet at the 
Head-Burghs of the reſpeRive Shires within this Kingdom , in ms 
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and upon the Dayes following, viz, The Shires of Zlgine, Bamff, Nairn, 
Roſs, Inverneſs, and all be-north the ſame , upon the eleventh Day of 
Fune next, at tena Clock in the forenoons and the reſt of the Shires 
within this Kingdom , upon the tourth Day of the ſaid Moneth of Fuze, 
and hour foreſaid, There to Neliberat upon, and follow forth, ſuch Me-« 
thods as they ſhall judge moſt conduceable for timely Out-reik ot the 
aid Militia , ſufficiently provided for Our Service, ſpecified in the Atts of 
Parliament , made thereanent, And We, with Advice forelaid, No- 
tminat and Appoint, the Perſons following, to be Conveeners of the ſaids 
Commiſſioners , in the Shires reſpective atter- mentioned, Declaring the 
plurality of theſe , who ſhall Conveen in each Shire, to be a Quorum, to

them, where they are not named, they always ſending in Liſts thereof to 
Dur Privy Council, to be Approven of by them. Hereby ſtritly Charge 
ing and Commanding , all Heretors, Liferenters, and others, any man- 
ner of way lyable in Outreik of the faids Horſes and Foot , to give 
punctual obedience to this Our Royal Will and Pleaſure, under the 
pains contained in the AcRs of Parliament anent Our Militia - 
Hereby likewiſe Requiring and Commanding, all Perſons, whether Offi- 
cers or Souldiers of the ſaids Horſe and Foot, to give cheerful and ready 
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Obedience to thoſe intruſted by Us in this Command, as they will be An- 
{werable at their bigheſt Peril. And to the effeR the faids Militia Troops 
of Horſe and Foot may be furniſhed with a due Subfiſtance ſolong as We: 
think fit to keep them together 3 We with Advice forefaid, Do hereby, 
Declare, that We will take care the Officers of the ſaids Troops and Regi- 
ments be duly payed by Us, ſicklike and in the ſame manneras they were. 
in uſe to be payed by Our Royal Predeceſſors when Imployed and made, 
uſe of by Them. And We hereby Require and Command, under the. 
Pains above-mentioned, all Perſons lyable in Outreik ofthe ordinaty. 
Troopers and Foot-Soldiers of the ſaid Militia now to be ſent forth by them; 
to Advance and put inthe Handsof the ſeveral ColleQorsof the reſpetive 
Shires Fourty Days Payment, at the rate ſpecified in the. A& of Parlia- 
ment for the number of Horſe of Foot, according as. they. are now to 
be ſent out by the faids Shires , which the ſaid Collefor is to pay 
forth to the faids Troops of Horſe or Foot from time to time, during their 
continuance together in Our Service; and bow far the ſaid Fourty Days 
Pay ſhall not be expended by the ColleQtors, they ſhall be bound and ob- 
liged to give allowance thereof 1n the fore-end of .the Cels due and pay- 
able by the Heretors and others lyable in Obtreik of the ſaid Militia 5 and 
that the faids Troops of Horſe and Regiments of Militia Foot may be ac- 
commodat,and ſuitably furniſhed with Trumpets,Standards, Drums & Col- 
lours formerly provided by the Shires; We hereby Requireand Comtmitid; ' 
all and ſundry Heretors Officers and others, in whoſe Poſſeſſion, Cuſtody 
or Keeping, any of the ſaids Trumpets, Standatds, Drums or Collours are, 
to deliver up the fame toany of the reſpeRiveOfficers above-named, upon 
their Receipt therefore, to be made uſe of by them in their ſeveral Troops 
or Regiments for Our Service, and made furth-coming upon the like Oc- 
caſions in time coming 5 with Certification to ſuch as ſhall refuſe or delay 
the delivering up thereof, they ſhall be looked upon as difaffe&ted Perſons 
to Us and Our Government, and ObſtruQers of Our Service, and purſued 
and puniſhed therefore accordingly. And We with Advice forcſaid, Or- 
dain the whole Officers of Foot and Horſe above-named, and others to be 
choſen by them,to attend their Charges at the ſaids Dyets of Rendezvouze; 
and the Heretors and other Outreikers of the Soldiers; to have their Men 
preſent, Furniſhed and Habile according to Law, and advance the faid 
Fourty Days Pay in the hands of the ColleRor of the Shire 3 with Certif1- 
cation to the faids Officers, Heretors and others, if they neglect their Duty 
hereingthey ſhall be proceeded againſt by Fining, Poynding & Quattering; 
and other Pains,conform to the Laws and InſtruQions made thereanent, and 
Ordains the Commiſſioners of Militia to order Parties for Poynding and 
Quartering immediat]y after the ſaids days ofRendezvouze,upon ſuch as ſha] 
be deficient therein. And We with Advice foreſaid, Appoint the Muſters 
maſter-General by himſelf or his Deputs, to be preſent at the ſeveral Ren- 
dezvouze,and to return an account to Our Council of the Abſents and De- 


ficients, that they tay be proceeded againſt accordingly: OUR WILL 
IS HEREFORE, and We Charge youſtriatly and Command, that incons 
tinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, 
and ſeveral Mercat-Crofles of the Head-Burghs of this Kingdomyand Burghs 
of Regality and Stewartrie, and ſeveral Paroch-Churches within the ſame;
